We 
pack  these  trees  away  in  separate  bins  with  their  tags  attached 
ready  for  shipment  when  requested. 

We  also  advise  any  one  who  contemplates  planting  more  trees 
to  do  so  this  season.  The  United  States  Congress  has 
passed  a  law  prohibiting  all  foreign  fruit  tree  seedlings  from 
being  imported  to  the  United  States  with  the  exception  of 
Mahaleb  Cherry  and  Plum  seedlings.  This  law  is  already  in 
effect  and  the  two  above  mentioned  varieties  of  seedlings 
will  probably  be  prohibited  next  season. 

As  a  great  many  Nurserymen  have  discontinued  growing 
fruit  trees  entirely  and  are  now  growing  Ornamental  trees. 
Shrubs,  and  Evergreens  instead,  we  believe  there  will  be  a 
great  shortage  of  Apple,  Pear  and  Mazzard  Cherry  trees  in 
another  year  or  two.
